ORV area. His reasoning was that 
according to his poll of ORV users at 
the site, the area is not desireable for 
ORV use. The chairman, Mr. Dean, was 
ready to second the motion, based on 
these “facts”, when Ron Rawlings of 
Parks & Recreation mentioned that 
M.O.R.E. and CORVA were backing 
this area for an ORV facility. This 
demonstrated to me a disservice by Mr. 
Goodson to everyone involved in 
recreational trails in the state. 
Fabrications and misinformation such as 
he presented have no place in planning 
the Recreational Trails System. He 
certainly doesn’t have our best interests 
in mind.

Quite obviously, some of our 
detractors, possibly our competition 


and even more probably our noble 
adversary, the teamster union, are out 
spreading malicious and untrue rumors 
about us again. 

Neither I nor my Company has ever 
contributed as much as one dime to the 
Sierra Club.

The Sierra Club deserves a certain 
amount of credit for alerting us all to 
the impending dangers of irresponsible 
environmental controls.

This great 
country of ours has more than enough 
magnificent wilderness areas for all of 
the backpackers we will ever have 
without sacrificing the rare mountain 
terrains for that purpose that happen to 
be skiable. 

Since the Sierra Club appears to be 
opposed to all progress and since I am 
committed to orderly progress for our 
society, there is of course, no way that 
my interests philosophically coincide 
with those of the Sierra Club and 
consequently no possible way that I 
could ever support it.

500cc MX World Standings: Heikki 
Mikkola broke from a world 
championship point tie with Roger 
DeCoster to sole possession of the lead 
with 52 points. Belgian three-time 
World Champion DeCoster did not score 
in Italy and slipped to fourth in the 
standings with 27 points. Second is 
Dutchman Gerrit Wolsink with 36 
points and Swede Ake Jonsson holds 
down the No. 3 spot with 28 points. 
Brad Lackey, because of his Italian 
problems, slipped to seventh.

Governor Sherman W. Tribbitt has 
declared the week of June 9-14 
Motorcycle Week in Delaware. Governor 
Tribbitt’s prociamation is in recognition 
of the ILC Cycle Classic, a Camel Pro 
Series half-mile National June 14 in 
Harrington, Delaware. 


Legislation: HB2749 in Oregon has been 
returned to the Energy and 
Environment Committee for revision. If 





Sf" enacted in its present’ form,’ this bill 


would create a “closed unless posted 
open” policy for off-road vehicles. 
Oregon bikers are urged to maintain 
pressure on their state legislators to 
enact equitable land use legislation. 


Morgan Malocco, the apparent winner 
of the DRA Tom Strong Memorial Run 
two weeks, was disqualified. After his 
number had been recorded, Morgan 
made a short sprint off the line and then 
returned, which is verboten under DRA 
rules. So Gordon Schmid emerged as the 
Overall winner in the official results. 


The AMA is building a referral file of 
motorcycle race announcers. Anyone 
with legitimate race announcing 
experience who would like to be part of 
that file should contact the AMA 
Publicity Department. 


Go fasters A.C. Bakken and C. Brooks 
have joined that quick group who are 
sponsored by Helmet House in Santa 
Monica. 


The BLM Advisory Board meetings for 
the Boise and Salmon Districts (Idaho) 
scheduled for June 4 and June 3, 
respectively, were cancelled, no reason 
given, reschedule date — “later” 
according to the Federal Register. Is 
somebody sandbagging up there? 


Just noticed where the General Services 
Agency (Federal) published mileage 
allowances for travel “when use of a 
privately-owned conveyance is 
advantageous tothe Government”: 
eight cents/mile for private-owned 
motorcycle, 15 cents/mile for private 
car, 22 cents/mile for private aircraft. 


June 11 the National Motor Vehicle 
Safety Advisory Council meets in 
D.O.T. Headquarters, Washington, D.C. 
to discuss, among other things, daytime 
use of motorcycle headlights, advanced 
motorcyclist licensing/training (about 
time), and in-depth accident 
investigation. Call (202) 426-2872 for 
info. 


Congratulate us, we got it right at last! 
Andy Kirker, winner of the 
Stumpjumpers’ run, rides a 250 mono, 
not a 400 as has been reported on other 
earlier occasions. Andy will team with 
Ron Wright on a Fairway 250 for the 
AC/Delico Baja 500. 


Johanna Stenersen has a Suzuki factory 
ride for both the 125cc and 250cc 
classes in the coming Powderpuff 
National, July 4-5. She’s the second 
lady MXer to receive a full ride (Nancy 
Payne’s in Europe, riding Maico). 


Ooops — make that Nancy Payne 
Glasgow. She and Don got hitched. 


Ol’ Curly Top (professionally known as 
“Hunt ’n Peck”) got himself a part time 
job — he’s an official Trophy Boy for 
the upcoming Powderpuff National. 


250cc World MX Champion Gennady 
Moisseev, a Russian under contract to 
the Austrian KTM factory (read Penton 
in America), is expected to return to 
action by the June 8 Yugoslav GP. 
Moisseev broke an arm earlier this year. 


Gerrit Wolsink, Suzuki works motocross 
rider and winner of last years 500cc 
U.S. GP, collects and restores BSA 
Goldstars. 


The AMA Professional Rules Committee 
has approved several significant 
proposals for the 1976 season. Among 
them are a change in the Grand National 
numbering system (top 20 riders 
receiving numbers corresponding to 
their position in the final Grand 
National point standings); reverting 
back to the 1974 procedure for starting 
dirt track and road race events; a change 
in the claiming rules 
(engines/transmissions/ignition and 
carburetion components only — not the 
frame); and a limitation on the number 
of cylinders allowed in pro road racing. 





Just thought you'd like to know that in 
order to collect the $6,000 CZ is 
putting up at the AC-Delco, Baja 500, 
you must be riding a CZ motorcycle and 
win overall. You knew that, didn’t you? 


Steve McLaughlin, the fastest road 
racing privateer around, could be 
heading to England for a season of 
scratching on the short circuits. With 
only 2 AMA National road races left on 
the calendar it seems likely that more 
riders may make the switch to Britain 
where there are races every weekend. 


The 35 bhp water-cooled Morbidelli 
twins that are giving fits to the works 
Yamaha road racing title defense of 
reigning 125cc champion Kent 
Andersson will be available next year 
for a tiddling $6,500. 


125 Elsinores sleeved down to 100cc's 
are now legal in AMA Amateur 
competition. 


Paul Smart, one of the top six racers in 
the world, has opened a new motorcycle 
shop in Kent, England. Paul who has 
pushed factory Suzuki’s and Kawa’s for 
the past few years opened up, what else, 
a Honda shop. 


From across the seas comes word that 
the FIM Rally will be held in the big 
Polish city of Lublin. This is the 30th 
FIM Rally and in Poland will be handled 
under the Commission for 
Concentrations and Tourism. Sounds 
scary, doesn’t it. The three day rally is 
one of the most popular cycling events 
on the continent. After the FIM Rally 
there will be three seven-day tours to 
the Mazurie; land of 1,000 lakes, 
Bieszczady; a non-polluted natural 
reserve, and Zakopane; the pearl of the 
Tatras. 


With the approach of America’s two, 
motocross Grands Prix for 1975, the 
500cc at Carlsbad, California, on June 
22 and the 125cc at Lexington, Ohio on 
July 6, questions have arisen regarding 
the entry proceedure to be used in 
determining the fields for those two 
international events. FIM regulations 
require in essence that a rider choose 
the GP class he wants to ride, declares 
that class, and once he competed within 
that class he is not then elgible to ride a 
GP in another class for the remainder of 
the season. This then will require all 
riders to determine in advance which of 
the American Grands Prix they wish to 
ride and enter only that one. Like-wise, 
a rider may not compete in one class in 
the United States and then switch to 
ride in the Canadian Grand Prix. 


250cc MX World Standings: 
Unofficially, Willi Bauer of West 
Germany and Team Suzuki continue to 
lead the standings after five of 12 250cc 
Grands Prix. Bauer’s 90 point total 
includes 12 earned in Poland with a 
second place finish in the final moto. 
Everts’ 30-point sweep at the Polish GP 
moves him into the No. 2 spot with 71 
points. Swede Hakan Andersson and 
Czech Jaroslav Falta have 54 points 
each, followed by West German Adolf 
Weil with 53, West German Hans Maisch 
with 51, six-time World Champion Joel 
Robert of Belgium with 47 and 
American Pomeroy is eighth with 39. 


BLM blues — if the BLM bureaucrats 
got you down just be thankful you 
weren't at the Cinco de Mayo Enduro in 
Comales, Mexico. Mexican Federales 
(Federal Police to you prune pickers) 
armed with pistolas and machine guns 
stopped the enduro when the riders 
tried to cross Government land.

Cranke had the advantage in the special 
tests because of the larger displacement 
of his 350 Penton, but at the end of the 
second day the two riders came head to 
head in the special test motocross. 
Burleson beat out Cranke by one second 
and that was his margin of victory for 
the two-days.

The Sacramento Mile 
lives again! 


In what has got to be the ‘coup’ of 
the 1975 National racing 


scene, 


the famous old Sacramento Mile 
has been revived and will host the 


nation’s finest riders on July 20th. 
Already signed are Mert Lawwill, Gary 
Scott, Gene Romero, Rick Hocking, 
Dave Aldana, and Eddie Wirth. There’s 
even talk that Bart Markel will come 
‘out of reitrement’ for this one! If 
anything can stir up fond memories for 
the afficianados of motorcycle racing at 
its very best, it’s the Sacramento Mile. 

For those of you who are too young 
to remember, the Sacramento Mile was 
the ultimate, ranking only slightly 
behind Daytona in popularity with the 
riders and spectators alike. When the 
State of California abandoned the ‘Old 
Fairgrounds’ and moved into the new 
plant at Cal-Expo in 1968, the politicos 
put a stop to all forms of motor vehicle 
competition on the mile-track at the 
new facility. Instead, the mile-track was 
used exclusively by the horsemen, and 
the once-glorious Sacramento Mile was 
relegated to the ‘Old Fairgrounds’, 
where the big oval gave way to modern 
development following the 
long-remembered, final Sacramento Mile 
of 1970. 

Although the ‘big promoters’ have 
been unable to ‘crack the Cal-Expo nut’ 
since 1968, this past year has seen many 
changes in the direction and leadership 
of Cal-Expo. The State Fair Advisory 
Board and the Cal-Expo Staff have 
taken a realistic approach to putting 
Cal-Expo on its feet financially. To this 
end, they have worked hard to bring the 
state’s horsemen and the motorsports 
promoters together. Under the capable 
guidance of Ed Freidberg, and other 
Directors and Officers of Golden Bear 
Raceways, which is the newly-formed 
trotting association at Cal-Expo, the 
mid-season racing date of July 20th has 
been granted to Wildcat Productions for 
the running of the 1975 Sacramento 
Mile. Wildcat Productions, a 
newly-formed group of California 
businessmen with long-standing 
motorcycling interests, will use the 
Sacramento Mile toy pave the way for 
motorcycle racing of the future, with 
rider benefits, rider safety, and pure 
spectator pleasure being foremost in 
mind. e 


Jammin’ at 
the Jamboree

TULARE, CALIF., MAY 25-26 

Over 3,000 signups made the U.S. 
Motorcycle Jamboree America’s 
biggest road ride in its first year. 
Individual riders and family clubs 
from as far away as Illinois and Texas 
gathered at the fairgrounds and 
compared chestsful of tour badges from 
other runs. It was an easy, breezy 
get-together as well as a good chance to 
ride through California’s nearby Sequoia 
mountains. 

The full dress parade through Tulare 
was the highlight of the Jamboree. 
Gaping townsfolk watched the glitter 
and gloss of American road recreation 
rumble past, led by a color guard of the 
Valleymen M.C. Local television

coverage of the Jamboree was biased in 
favor of the event, signifying perhaps a 
change in media attitude toward 
motorcycling. They omitted the footage 
of the tootsie getting a breast tattoo 
entirely. 

Jamborites were greeted at the 
fairgrounds by Louise C. White and Bill 
Barrett of the sponsoring Southern 
California Motorcycling Association and 
Sierra Road Riders Associations. Mr. 
Barrett carried a stick to which was 
fastened a length of chain and a spiked 
steel ball. It was the only unconcealed 
weapon at the Jamboree; even sheath 
knives had to be surrendered at the gate. 
For their five dollars, each entrant got a 
nifty blue, white, and brown enamel 
pin, rimmed with golden brass, 
surmounted by a spread eagle. 

Western Road riders consider a run as 
proof enough of their motorcycle 
prowess and any games involving 
motorcycle riding might smack of 
competitive sport, which they 
resentfully avoid. Therefore, the field 
events by the One Big Family M.C., 
which happened on Saturday afternoon, 
were largely ignored. 

Socializing and admiring the variety 
of machinery was the order of the day, 
and the nights were capped with 
dancing to the music of the New 
Phoenix Band and M.C. — which was 
simply the New Phoenix Band until 
they played for a recent road run and 
then bought motorcycles. You could get 
tattooed in the exhibit hall, good home 
cooking in the cafeteria or inspected by 
the California Highway Patrol and 
receive a nifty blue and white sticker if 
your bike passed muster. 

The whole thing was a benefit for 
charity, including California’s M.O.R.E. 
lobbyist, Russ Sanford, who was there 
aboard his tomato-red Yamaha wearing 
white-and-blue leathers. Russ has his 
hands full in the state capitol these days 
with the new governor’s Sierra Club 
appointees filling every recreation post. 
Russ has taken to not wearing his 
helmet sometimes, now that the 
helmet-law battle seems definitely won. 
He happily passed out M.O.R.E. bumper 
stickers that say, “And on the seventh 
day God created motorcycles.” 

By any standards, the first annual 
U.S. Motorcycle Jamboree was a huge 
success. For the first time since 
September 1939, there was not a war in 
the whole world that weekend. There 
was even a moon eclipse Saturday night.

Bultaco’s 36

Bultaco has always produced 
racing machines that are strictly 
no nonsense performers; and 


somehow, they’ve 


make the businesslike-as-a-bayonet 
bikes attractive as well. The 1975 
360cc Frontera is no exception. 


As you’ve no doubt already 
noticed, that red and yellow job on this 
week’s cover is a real eye grabber. Not 
only that, but let us tell you about how 
it boogies through the woods. 

Fast. . .that’s how. 

OK, so now you might suspect that 
you’re reading the droppings of a 
confirmed Bul freak. That’s not exactly 
true, but it’s a lot closer to the truth 
than it was before we got the 
opportunity to play with the new 
Frontera. The test, as you’ll see, wasn’t 
all sunshine and flowers, but the 
machine’s positive characteristics, by 
far, outweighed the not-so-good stuff. 

Before embarking on this tour of the 
big Bul’s features, a word of thanks is 
due. Not one, but two local dealers 
helped in this test. Honda of Marietta, 
although not originally scheduled to 
participate, gave us a bike early so that 
we’d have time to do the color photos 
and get all the boring technical printing 
details done in time to show the bike on 
the cover. Cycle Specialty, Inc., 
furnished another scooter; the one that 
got flogged. Many thanks to both, Phil 
Rogers at H of M and Bo Bobbit at CS, 
Inc. 

Some of the machine’s features are 
obvious from just looking at it. The bike 
has a pair of small hubs, strong-looking 
spokes and Akront shoulderless alloy 
rims with sheet metal screw secured 
toothy Pirelli knobbies (Yea!). It also 
has a giant, obtrusive, low-mounted 
silencer (Boo!), that’s really quiet 
(Yea!). There’s a small functional, 
rubber mounted taillight (Yea!), that’s 
fastened to either the end of a long 
breakable fiberglass fender (Boo!) or a 
not so long stainless steel fender (Boo, 
again!) Two things bear explanation at 
this point. 





also managed to 


Number one is the reason for two} 
types of fender. Originally the fenders 
were fiberglass, like the ones pictured 
on the cover. Now, the newer units inj 
Bultaco’s warehouse have stainless steel] 
fenders like the ones you see here 
Neither is really the hot set up. 


The third alternative, and explanatio 
number two in this series, is plastid 
fenders. Miura Products has them anq 
they are offered as an extra cost option! 
They should be standard equipment, wq 
feel, but since the plastic items originat4 
in the USA, they don’t come on thd 
bike. What it amounts to, is that thq 
Barcelona boys don’t quite have thei 
act together and the American Bu 
people are trying to compensate for i 
They also offer a replacement plasti 
bash plate. The original fiberglass ong 
causes no problems as far as we can see} 
the plastic one just weighs less. 

Aside from the fenders, there werg 
two other differences between our twq 
test bikes. On the newer (meta 
fendered) unit, the grab handles on th 
rear frame loop have been removed. No 
an improvement in our opinion, sinc 
the handles make any bike easier to pul 
out of those nasty mudholes tha 
frequent eastern enduros. The othe 
change, a good one, is the improved 
dust covers on the fork sliders. The ne: 
ones fit extra tightly on the fork legy 
almost like a third seal, and protect th 
seals better than the old ones. Lessee 
that’s a yea for Miura products, a boq 
for the grab handle removal, and a ye 
for the dust covers. The yeas still hav 
It. 

The one outstanding feature thal 
immediately catches the eye is th 
Frontera’s long travel suspension, Whey 
set up properly the units carry bike and 
rider over some truly ridiculous surfac 
irregularities. Washouts, the kind thal 
would bottom standard suspensions and 
leave the rider in a world of trouble

simply flow beneath this long-legged 
Bul. It seems, however, that the stock 
hock springs are stiffer than many 
riders prefer, so once again Miura 
Products comes to the rescue with a set 
lof S&W 90-120 progressive wound 
springs to replace the stock 130 lb. 
items. Our test bike had the S&W 
springs with the pre - load set up all the 
ay. It was just about perfect for our 
170 lb. rider. Big yea for the long travel 
Buspension and medium-sized boo for 
ot putting progressive springs on the 
ikes purchased by medium-sized 
eople, 
Speaking of medium-sized people. . . 
e who are shorter than Gary Bailey 
Hefinitely have a problem when the 
oing gets rough and we try to paddle 
ith our feet. The combination of the 
all suspension and the wonderfully 
omfortable (thick) seat makes it a little 
ough to touch the ground. We managed 
jo tip the bike over more than once 
hen attempting to paddle on uneven 
round. It’s sort of embarrassing. 
Luckily, the Bul handles exceptionally 
ell with the rider, regardless of size, 
perched properly on the pegs. Good 
iders will stay there most of the time 
knyway, and personally, we like the 
uspension as it stands well enough that 
ell just fake it or something when it 
comes time to put a foot down. 
Another good trait that we really 
an’t explain, but certainly appreciate, 
s the apparently well balanced 
onstruction of the overall bike. For 
ome reason, low speed trials type 
maneuvers are easy to do without 
onstantly fighting to balance the 
achine. It’s strange, but neat. 
Whipping the Bul through a tight 
oods section is a real trip. Just stand 
p and slalom like a skier. The 
ombination of a quick turning front 
nd and the willingness of the big single 
lo torque along makes life easy. 
All controls, both hand and foot, are 
ell located and easy to use. The shifter 
elects your choice of five cogs at 
ommand and the brake pedal (rod 
ctuated) feel is positive and 
ontrollable. The brakes are good, 
lthough a stream crossing weakens 
em somewhat. 
The motor is fed through a new 
Quare slide Spanish Amal carburetor, 
ubbed “Spanish Mikuni” by wits who 
ppreciate its clean functioning 
haracteristics. The powerband is wide 
mough and strong to compensate for 











mistakes in gear selection. It’s easy to 
ride and (surprise) also easy to start. 
The drill, is simply to open both 
petcocks, flip down the choke lever, and 
kick through without turning the 
throttle. Once it starts, usually on the 
first or second kick, immediately shut 
off the choke and keep a hand on the 
throttle until it’s warm enough to idle 
alone. Very nice. 

The air cleaner draws from under the 
seat. We pulled off the side cover after 
an afternoon’s ride and. found some 
dirt inside the box beside the foam 
element. The box has both sides open, 
sealed only by a rubber bead between it 
and the side covers. We had no 
problems, but still worry about the 
consequences of inadvertently hitting 
really deep water. Unlike air boxes that 
are open only at the top, we’re afraid 
that anything more than splashed water 
could find its way into the box and into 
the motor. We suggest smearing the side 
cover/air box seal with hard grease to 
fill any leaks. 

The lights, both front and rear, are 
adequate. Or in other words, just great 
for an enduro bike. 

The tank top toolbox and handlebar 
mounted air bottle seem more cosmetic 
than practical, but now we’re just 
nit-picking. Both serve a purpose; they 
just don’t meet our own personal need 
to have heavy-duty components. Both 
seem on the lightweight side. 

The tripmeter is resettable and reads 
in tenths of a mile. The handlebars, 29” 
wide, were too narrow for everyone 
who tried the bike. The idea is good, to 
use narrow bars to get through tight 
woods sections, but it seems to have 
been overdone. Another 1 1/2 or 2” on 
each end would provide more leverage 
and would also permit the rider to sit 
back further on the seat, thus affording 
better control of the LTR suspension. It 
tends to buck. with the rider’s weight 
forward, and different bars could help 
the rider achieve a more neutral 
position. 

The gas tank holds three gallons of 
pre-mix, which should provide enough 
mileage to make it to the average 
enduro gas check. 

The final question that should be 
answered in any test or “impression” of 
a bike (Is it worth the money?) is easily 
answered in this case. Yes. The Bultaco 
Frontera, at $1625 list, is one of the 
few bikes that we feel is worth every 
penny of its cost. We’d buy one. e

Meanwhile it was still Lawson 
comfortably in the lead. Mark Reichert 
was going very fast too; nearly missing 
the jump on one lap and having to pull 
his mount back into line in a hurry. His 
second place lasted ’til around lap four 
and he became one of the long list of 
mechanical failures. 


With the race coming to an end, 
Fortune made a real run on Marquis as 
they came over the jump and got by. 
Rick got him back again as they exited 
the esses and it looked like Fortune 
could have misssed a shift. It was now 
the white flag lap and it was now or 
never for Fortune. He again passed 
Marquis and then they were dragging for 
the finish line. At the critical moment 
Fortune looked like he missed a gear 
again, and it was Marquis by a 
hairsbreadth at the line. é 

Only three Juniors had made the 
Main, Steve Eklund, Earl Roloff, Jr. and 
Frank Adamo. Eklund was to turn in a 
tremendous ride in a main that was so 
busy you couldn’t seem to absorb what 
was happening all at one time. 

Ron Powell was first away, then John 
Allison and Eklund. Allison and Powell 
at one point were side by side on the 
straight, then Eklund, Tom White and 
after White was Eddie Wirth. It was a 
tight race at this point and way back in 
seventh was John Hateley. 

Lap three, John Allison passed John 
Sperry over the jump. Eddie Wirth was 
worrying away at Tom White who was 
holding him, while Steve Eklund was 
applying the same pressure on John 
Allison who in turn had moved up on 
Powell. 

Junior rider Eklund was equal with 
the Experts surrounding him and lap 
five it was Powell, Eklund, Wirth now in 
third, Allison and Tom White and 
Hateley. Wirth was pushing Eklund and 
then it was Hateley and White passing 
each other back and forth with John 
taking over. Coming down the straight 
Powell was holding onto that lead by a 
whisker when Eklund’s hand suddenly 
shot in the air and he was out of the 
race. Now it was Powell and Wirth. At 
one point they came out of the 
half-mile and right where some of the 
pileups have started this season, Powell’s 
bike shook its head on him which 
wasn’t too great a feeling at that point. 
Wirth took the lead and phew, there was 
John Hateley in third place! 

It was still a Trophy Dash or looked 
like one. Eddie Wirth was dragging them. 
down the straight in a tight line and lost 
the lead to Powell but got it back again. 
Hateley then got by Powell and on the 
same lap dove under Wirth on the turn 
after the jump and blasted into the lead. 
At the same time Tom White overtook 
Powell for third, and was moving 
towards Wirth as the flag finally came 
down. 

There will be one more half-mile at 
Ascot on June 27 before the Gardena 
Gold Cup in July, and the Pro-Am Pilot 
Program has been suspended until 
school’s out. e

Gary Pendleton tops 
Spring MX Series

IRWINDALE, CALIF., MAY 30 

Championship Night at Irwindale 
Raceway’s Spring Motocross 
Series turned into a sweaty palms 
affair for all the top contenders in 
the nine-week contest. And after the

event was over, it was still up in the air 
as to who had laid claim to the top prize 
in the series. 

Don Miller went in as the leading 
points rider tonight, but a seventh 
overall seemed to be his demise. Second 
in points standings was Dan Hendricks, 
but he had spent his second moto 
spectating after a breakdown. Wins in 
the other two motos helped his efforts 
to a second overall in 125cc 
Intermediate Div. I. 

But, the rider who was ready was 
Gary Pendleton. He had missed the first 
two weeks in the best six of nine series, 
but had been pounding out strong 
performances since. And tonight, 
despite a last place 17th in the second 
moto, he took a sixth overall and 
miraculously emerged as the Series 
winner with 197 points, six more than 
Miller and seven more than Hendricks. 

“You mean I won?” he asked sleepily 
at 1:30 Saturday morning when 
contacted on the phone. “Wow! I didn’t 
think I had a chance after that second 
moto. I really won?” 

Indeed the dark horse, who had been 
in the top 25 only twice all series long, 
was the top rider out of more than 550 
who had raced in the two-month 
campaign. 

David Taylor, winning his fifth 125cc 
Pro overall during April and May, also 
claimed his fifth consecutive King of the 
Hill tonight, and finished fourth in the 
series with 188. Kavin Bowden, thanks 
to a Mini Cycle Jr. Div. Il win, ended up 
fifth in points at 179. 

Roy Holsheimer (250 Int) used a 
tie-breaking three overall wins to hold 
sixth against Steve Glatts (125 Int) as 
each had 175 points. Glatts ended the 
series with only two overall victories. 

Eighth went to 125 and 250cc Pro 
ace David Pessy with 169 points. Pessy 
had crashed badly in the final 250 moto 
when he highsided just past the 
Wheelsmith jump and landed with the 
bike on top of him. The latest report 
from the nearby hospital was that he 
was conscious and moving about easily. 
But x-rays were being studied to see if 
any broken bones were sustained. 

Jeff Vidic, winner of the 250 Pro 
class tonight, ended up ninth in the 
series with Mini Junior Eric Stone filling 
out the Top Ten.

IMOLA, ITALY, MAY 18 
A record crowd of more than 
140,000 fans, overjoyed at Gia- 
como Agostini’s superb victory in 
the 500cc race at the Italian 
Grand Prix, invaded the track to 
acclaim Ago on his lap of honor. 
But, having once forced their 
way onto the circuit, the fans 


wouldn’t leave, causing the cancellation 
of the sidecar race. It is the first time 
that crowd behavior has prevented a 
world championship race. 

Sidecar competitors pleaded with the 
organizers to wait a while for the crowd 
to leave the track, but there were no 
further efforts to move people back, 
and that was that. 

The fans had plenty to make them 
happy- Earlier in the meeting Eugenio 
Lazzarini on the Piovaticci, made just 
60 miles down the road from Imola, 
overcame a very poor start, broke the 
lap record and grabbed second spot to 
Angel Nieto in the 50cc race. 

Then Paulo Pileri and Pirpaulo 
Bianchi dominated the 125cc race on 
the Morbidellis, shattering the lap 
record between them on several 
occasions. 


Next a magnificent 350 race between 
teenager Johnny Cecotto and Giacomo 
Agostini ended in a win for Cecotto, but 
only after a dramatic battle in which 
Ago broke the lap record eight times, 
only to lose ground on the last four laps 
after his rear brake lever bent. 

Cecotto figured in the 250cc battle, 
but his Yamaha just wasn’t quick 
enough to match the Harley-Davidson 
of Walter Villa. 

Finally there was Ago’s start to finish 
supremacy in the 500cc event. He beat 
Phil Read by more than a minute, 
shattered the circuit’s absolute lap 
record, and even though the 
temperature was in the 90s, Ago 
managed to lap faster and faster on 
every lap, as his rivals wilted under the 
heat and pressure! 

The 125cc race led off the major 
interest events and had once again 
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Impromptu pit shower. 


Toracca took fourth behind Kanaya. 





proved the 
Morbidellis. 

Bianchi, quickest in practice was 
almost a full second faster than his 
teammate Pileri. Yet Pileri, in turn was 
almost four seconds better than third 
quickest, Swede Leif Gustafsson. 
Champion Kent Andersson was down in 
seventh place almost six and a half 
seconds slower than Bianchi. 

It was no surprise when the 
Morbidelli pair hurtled off into the lead 
at the start. What was more surprising 
was that Andersson, by virtue of a great 
start lay third for three laps until he was 
passed by Dutchman Henk Van Kessel, 
the reigning 50cc tittle holder who has 
lost interest in the smaller class, and is 
trying his hand in 125 and 250cc races. 

Andersson’s race was short lived. On 
the eighth lap he retired with a seized 
engine. It was the first time in three 
years of Grand Prix racing that the 
Swede had to retire from a race. 

Bianchi led until the last lap, and 
then, riding to team orders, slowed io 
let Pileri through to a three-tenths of a 
second win. It was not a move 
appreciated by the fans who jeered and 
whistled their disapproval. But orders

are orders! 

Bianchi’s own lap record fell no fewer 
than 12 times in this 21 lap race, three 
times to Pileri, and the rest to Bianchi 
himself whose best was 2m 9.2s, which 
was 4.3 seconds better than the old one! 

Next was the 350cc race, which was a 
tactical move by the organizers that 
favored Agostini, as it gave him a break 
during the 250cc race, to recover from 
the exertions of the 350cc battle. 

After the sheer spectacle of the 
previous week’s 500cc battle at the West 
German GP at Hockenheim between 
Ago and Read, it would be a brave man 
who said that .this 350cc race was 
better. Yet in many ways it was. True 
the main contenders, Cecotto and 
Agostini, were never closer than three 
and a half seconds, except on the grid at 
the start, but the climax of the race, 
coupled with the hysteria of the rivals’ 
supporters were unforgettable. 

Agostini made a hash of the start. 
That was the crux of the matter. Not 
that Cecotto’s getaway was lightning, 
but it was better than average, while 
Ago pushed and pushed. 

Cecotto came round in sixth place on 
the second lap after Patrick Pons and 
Dieter Braun had set the pace. 

Pons stayed out in front for four laps 
then Braun took command. Cecotto, 
riding superbly, swept from sixth place 
to the lead im six laps. By now Agostini 
had blasted through to sixth position, 
and the gap between first and sixth was 
10 seconds. 

After 10 laps the gap was down to 
eight and one-half seconds, but between 
Cecotto and Agostini were Pons, Braun 
and young Frenchman Gerard 
Choukroun, and these were not going to 
move over easily, Agostini or no 
Agostini. 

It took Agostini seven laps to pass 
those three riders, and in that time 
Cecotto eased ahead to a 10 second 





lead, after it had been down to seven 
and one-half at one time. 

With 11 laps left, Ago would need to 
make up a second a lap. Smashing the 
lap record time and again Ago whittled 
that margin down. With three laps to go 
it was just three and a half seconds 
between the pair. But then Ago hit his 
rear brake problem. Cecotto, fully in 
the picture thanks to excellent pit 
signals, never put a foot wrong. His 
winning margin was over 15 seconds. 

Which ever side you supported 
though, it was a fantastic nail biting race 
that showed Ago’s skill, and Cecotto’s 
astonishing coolness for one so young. 

Third? Yes there were other people in 
the race, not that anyone noticed much. 
Patrick Pons beat Dieter Braun by just 
one fifth of a second. Chockroun, a 
youngster with a fine future was fifth. 

The race was a hard, testing battle. 
Despite being cut from the planned 30 
laps to 26, only 11 of the 30 starters 
took the flag. 

There was no breather for Cecotto. 
Next was the 250cc race, where just half 
a second separated reigning world 
champion Walter Villa and Cecotto in 
practice. 

Villa led from the start, chased by 
Dieter Braun, Takai on the works 
Yamaha, Patrick Pons and Cecotto, but 
by the end of the second lap Cecotto 
was through to second spot. 

Cecotto led, briefly, on the ninth, 
10th and 11th laps but his bike was 
nowhere near as quick as Villa, and the 
Italian pulled clear, once he had 
regained the lead. 

Cecotto’s efforts to catch Villa were 
thwarted still more when the Yamaha 
went off song, and Villa’s winning 
margin was 17 seconds. 

Michel Rougerie forced his 
Harley-Davidson through to third place 
in front of Braun and Pons, after Otello 
Buscherini crashed spectacularly at the 
chicane when fifth, and pressing Braun 
hard, four laps from the end. i 

Then it was the 500s. The 350cc race 
had been delayed 30 minutes while 
police moved the crowd back behind 
the barriers at the Aqua Minerali bend, 
but the 20 minute wait this time was to 
put out a straw bale fire caused by the 
heat! 

The 500cc battle was not the best of 
the year. Agostini was too good, and the 
weather too hot for wheel to wheel 
dicing. Ago rocketed into the lead and 
instead of easing off the pressure, just 
kept pulling away from Read at around 
two seconds a lap and won by more 
than a minute iñ a race that only 16 
riders out of 30 managed to take the 
checkered flag. 

Behind Ago and Read came Kanaya 
who, like MV teamster Toracca, had a 
very lonely ride. Only these four did the 
full distance. 

So that was it. The sidecar riders were 
ready to go, but the crowd who had 
rushed on to the track to acclaim 
Agostini on his improvised lap of honor 
had decided otherwise. The police stood 
back and watched, the organizers made 
a half hearted appeal to clear the circuit, 
and gave it up as a bad job. 

Whether the FIM will discipline the 
organizers for this remains to be seen, 
but it looks like the last sidecar race at 
Imola has been run, and the sidecar class 
needs only to lose one more remaining 
round through natural causes, and there 
will not be enough rounds for it to be a 
world title!

He started 73rd, by his estimation, 


at this 


year’s Daytona 200. He 


finished third. At the time, most 
North Americans couldn’t even 


pronounce his name. His next 
outing on competition pavement 
was the Imola 200 in Italy (now 
being billed as the “Daytona of 
Europe”). He won both 100-mile legs in 
a cool, quick, professional manner. It 
was after this stunning victory that 
14-time World Road Race Champ 
Giacomo Agostini admitted to the 
European sporting press that “...I 
couldn’t beat him.” 

In his first World Championship 

Grand Prix, on the Paul Ricard circuit in 
France, he won the 250 class on Teuvo 
Lanssivuori’s 1974 back-up works 
Yamaha. He played cat and mouse with 
Hideo Kanaya for virtually the whole 
race, then nipped by on the last lap to 
take the lead, and the victory, from his 
tight drafting position. A few hours 
later, he also won the 350 class, blasting 
off right from the start and going away 
the whole distance to defeat Agostini. 
From that moment through this one, all 
Europe was abuzz with the name 
“Johnny Cecotto.” With good reason: 
he is the hottest talent to emerge in 
world class road race competition in 
many years. Remember the name. It’s 
Alberto (pronounced Johnny) Cecotto 
(prounounced Che-coat-oh). 
- While he is still a novelty and a 
wonder in the Northern Hemisphere, no 
one from the Rio Grand on south is 
really too surprised over Cecotto’s 
success. He was both Venezuelan and 
South American Champion in 1973 and 
1974. Those were also the first two 
years that he had ever gone road racing 
outside of local club events in Caracas. 
In 1974, he also won the Interlagos 500 
in Brazil, one of the longest, most 
demanding road races outside of a 
Coupe D’Endurance competition. 

Johnny was born 19 years ago to 
Italian parents who had emigrated to, 
Venezuela. He speaks both Spanish and 
Italian as native languages. But the 
idiom the Cecottos speak at home is a 
bizarre Latin-based Northern Italian 
dialect called Friulano. It serves as an 
effective private family code. As a result 
of the Italian heritage and, no doubt, his 
“first ride-first win” at Imola the 
Italians have adopted him as their own, 
even over Agostini, because they feel 
the young Italo-Venezuelan is more 
“simpatico.” 

As one road race fan emotionally 
related it to me, “Agostini is not a real 
person. He is more a machine for 
winning. Look at Johnny, how friendly 
he is.” The rabid fan was right about 
one thing. Though basically shy and 
unused to all the attention, Cecotto is 
handling his new-found and slightly 
overwhelming fame with a maturity and 
aplomb that belie his 19 years. When 
still another fan marvels at how young 
he is, Johnny replies with a half-smile, 
in Italian, “It’s old enough.” 

Clearly, his wins and subsequent good 
riding performances so far have come 
mainly from his visually fluid and 
temporally quick personal riding style. 


He is a classic to observe in that he 
never seems too hurried or shaky or out 
of control. Cecotto rides flawlessly 
rather than flamboyantly. This talent 
has, in the early part of the year, made 
up for racing machinery available to any 
privateer. At the time of this writing, 
Cecotto still had no factory support. 
You could say he’s about the most 
successful privateer (albeit with some 
sponsorships) now racing. His 250 is last 
year’s works Yamaha, as you'll 


remember. (Frankly, sometimes there’s 
nothing worse to own than a one 
year-old works bike. It will more than 
likely have been trashed.) The 350 
Yamaha is provided and prepped by

Cecotto’s rental car, a modest Fiat 128, 
wasn’t running quite right, he decided. 
On the unlimited speed superhighways 
of Europe, he drives conservatively ; 
normally not above 80-90 mph. But 

he also drives correctly and positively. 
Racing is reserved for the race tracks. 


Venemotos, the Venezuelan Yamaha 
importer. Or, at least it was. While he’s 
in Europe, his machinery comes tuned 
from Scuderia Diemme, near Bologna; 
hence, near Imola. The TZ750 for 
Formula 750 races also comes from 
Diemme. 

Many European road race observers 
credit much of his success and 
unprecedented, until now, string of 
fault-free rides to the efforts of the 
well-respected racing shop. Particularly 
noted in citing the reasons for Cecotto’s 
victories is its chief and owner, Andrea 
Ippolito. 

If you ask him, Johnny quickly states 
that he prefers the large-bore bikes but, 
incredibly, his first ride on a Yamaha

TZ750 was en route to his third place 
finish at Daytona. Venemotos had 
prepped that one bike for him out of 
the box, mainly because Daytona is now 
a race for 750s. Those practice laps in 
Florida were his first ever on a 
maximum formula Yamaha. Having 
then increased his experience on a 750 
road racer by an infinite amount, he 
later admitted that riding Imola hadn’t 
really been as difficult. 

In case you missed the stateside 
episode, Cecotto went to Daytona this 
year with a bike he’d never ridden, a 
Venezuelan friend as a mechanic, and 
one box of spares. He then proceeded to 
qualify third fastest earning a good spot 
on the front row of the grid. As the 
engines were being warmed for the final 
time and the start, the Venemotos 
Yamaha started leaking oil. The race 
officials sent him off the grid. His 
mechanic fixed the oil leak 
immediately, but by then Cecotto was 
remanded to the last row of the start 
grid. His ride from that moment on, 
passing 70 international road racers, is 
already well-noted road race history. 

A few questions on that ride 
produced terse and characteristically 
certain answers. 

“Was it any problem to pass Agostini 
when you went from third to fourth?” 

“No.” (Long pause.) “He didn’t seem 
too fast.” 

“What do you think about American 
road racers?” 

“Kenny Roberts goes strong.” (“Es 
muy fuerte,” in Spanish.) Another 
interested party overhears the 
conversation and asks Cecotto the 
archetypal Italian question, 

“What do you think of the way 
Agostini rides?” Johnny replies with 
complete candor, “I don’t know. I’ve 
never seen him ride.” This is 
accompanied with the classic Italian 
shrug of the shoulders and, up to this 
time, was true. And Cecotto was to 
continue always being ahead of Agostini 
until the Spanish Road Race Grand Prix 
at Jarama. The Venezuelan got caught 
in traffic at the start and finished 
second to Agostini in the 350 race. This 
occurred weeks after this day. If these 
remarks to pointed . questions seem 
cocky in telling about them, they do 
not when delivered in person. Cecotto is 
generally quiet and speaks the truth the 
best he can. 

At lunch in the posh Italian 
restaurant, the best in the city, I’m told, 
the cries of “Johnny! Johnny!” come 
from every side as fans, hosts (including 
the rep of his Sidi and Marzocchi 
sponsors), and other eaters vie 
continuously for the young Champ’s 
attention. The din is incessant as waiters 
scurry and hover, food appearing, 
disappearing, and reappearing im 
different forms. Everyone plies him 
with questions: professional and 
personal. The sycophants of the asphalt 
hang on his every reply and expression. 
He handles it all well with extreme 
courtesy and an honest smile. There is 
something in him that definitely speaks 
of that old term “good breeding.” 

The only indication of the constant 
strain these days is hinted at when I ask 
if I can speak some more with him after 
lunch. 

“If it’s too much of a drag (or the 
equivalent in Spanish), we can skip it. I 
can understand that this may not be too 
much fun for you.” He quickly looks 
my way and says, “There are few who 
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do [understand] ,” in a voice intended 
only for the listener. He is already aware 
of the demands of celebrity as he turns 
readily to confront the next questioner: 
the Italian Honda importer, as it turns 
out. 

This gentleman wonders aloud as to 
why Cecotto doesn’t ride Honda. 
“Surely,” he goes on, “that 
four-cylinder two-stroke originally 
developed with Agostini in mind will 
beat everything there is.” Etc. and so 
on. This Italian who sells Hondas 


already knows what the Imola win has 
done for Yamaha sales.

“First theyll have to show it to me,” 
grins Cecotto. 

An amateur road racer, our host, 
urges Johnny to eat, even though he’s 
not hungry; to eat something “healthy 
and light’’ as if this healthy, light diet 
will preserve the teenager’s speed. The 
result is a salad, a small fillet, and french 
fries. Johnny also consumes as much 
bread as any young Italian boy. While 
the rest of the table has wines with their 
courses, Cecotto drinks only mineral 
water. For some reason, newly 
affluent Europeans are really in to 
comparing wristwatches. Japanese 








Seikos are especially admired. Johnny’s 
watch impresses them, of all things. 

The young road racer does not have 
the most common malady of young 
riders on the GP circuit, homesickness. 
His grandfather and the family’s original 
homestead are only a few miles away. 
He is equally comfortable speaking 
Italian as Spanish. It’s not really too 
bad...except there is seldom any 
privacy. Each action seems to attract 
public interest and attention. Crowds 
gather when he walks down the street 
and is recognized. Flashbulbs pop as the 
paperazzi photographers jostle each

other for the pics to appear in the 
Italian tabloids. Everybody wants to 
pose with him. 

Sometimes the question is asked, “Is 
this really Cecotto?” He is relatively 
small, shy and visually unassuming. His 
face is not yet as well known as his 
accomplishments. The European press 
depicts him as a mystery man, running 
pictures of him in a full coverage helmet 
with an opaque anti-glare shield. They 
have built an aura of magic around him 
— because surely it takes some special 
powers to beat Agostini. Doesn’t it? 

There’s no mystery. Only that right 
now, when he’s on the bubble, Johnny 
Cecotto is faster than just about 
everybody else. He admits that he didn’t 
expect it to be so easy and is aware that 
he will probably lose some before he 
wins some more. But underlying this 
admission is that unique self-assurance 
of correctness and “a place in the 
world” that comes from being raised in 
the South American upper classes. The 
talent, of course, is undeniable. When 
something is off or he hasn’t learned a 
course adequately (They are all new to 
him this year.), he can still run in the 
top three. He can pace himself to the 
front in a 100-mile race. Not many 19 
year-old riders really can. 

Later, we visit the Marzocchi factory. 
Johnny had used the very fine gas-fluid 
dampers while winning the Imola 200. 
He was impressed by their lack of fade 
and the elimination of wheel hop on 
Imola’s cobby bankings. But he had 
never seen the inside of one of the 
dampers before. The road race shocks 
are the same basic design as the 
motocross shocks with different 
damping rates on bump and rebound. 
We poke around the piles of finned 
bodies and nitrogen-charged chambers 
until well after dark. As we leave, the 
Marzocchi technical services manager 
hugs Cecotto and, shaking his hand, 
repeats several times, “In boca de lupp.” 
It is the traditional Italian saying for 
someone, particularly in road racing, 
who must confront a dangerous 
situation and overcome it. Literally, it 
means, “In the mouth of the wolf.” To 
survive .. . in the mouth of the wolf. 

There are a number of phone calls 
waiting for him at his hotel. Many of 
the messages are from young and 
not-so-young girls who find the 
wavy-haired Venezuelan appealing, or at 
least want to talk with him. We have 


already stopped at Scuderia Diemme to 
see how the bikes are going to be 
shipped to the next Grand Prix. He is 
clearly tired from the non-stop pace of 
the long day. 

The dinner ordered is, once again, 
light and simple. Andrea Ippolito; the 
sales manager for a French road racing 
leathers concern; and Rudi Barbazza, 
the Sidi-Marzocchi rep all join us at the 
table. Cecotto pours his glass half-full 
with the good local wine, then fills it to

the brim with mineral water. Fatigue 
has finally caught up with him. 

“Not tonight,” he says tiredly, 
looking thoughtfully at the handful of 
phone messages. “Maybe tomorrow 
morning after I see how the bikes are 
coming along. But not tonight.” 

There’s more to this hero business 
than just winning races. Cecotto has 
already discovered that. If he continues 
his winning ways, he’s going to have to 
learn to live with that side of it, also. 
Well, race fans, at last report he’s doing 
a very creditable job for a 19 year-old 
from Caracas, Venezuela who is most 
comfortable speaking Friulano. His 
helmet size doesn’t seem to have 
increased all that much since last year, 
when only South Americans knew how 
to pronounce Cecotto. ©

Greenhorn Enduro 


By Jeff Peck 


CAJON PASS, CALIF.. MAY 24-25 
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Tom Getzfried powered his 
Yamaha to the finish of the 
Greenhorn Enduro after almost 
400 miles and of 


competition with a score of only minus 
11 to win the 29th running of the 
annual event. Getzfried barely edged 
out Honda mounted Mike Sterling who 
also scored a minus eleven, but lost it on 
the tie breaker. 

This year’s Greenhorn had some 
changes from years past that, to many 
people, spelled a big difference. For one 
thing it was no longer a National 
Enduro so the Pasadena MC had some 
trouble filling all the starting positions, 
also the BLM was forced by a citizens 
group in Lucerne to close a portion of 
the course. This was done under a threat 
to sue both the BLM and the PMC if the 
riders used this portion of the course. 
This little change meant that over 300 
riders spent an hour and a half sitting 
out in the desert waiting for the time to 
be used up so that they would be back 
on schedule. 

Start time for this year’s Greenhorn 
was a very early 6:00am, but the early 
hour was well worth it as the scenery in 
the steep San Bernardino Mountains 
unfolded as you traveled down wide fire 
roads. One of the first accidents of the 
day occurred just outside of the first 
check on a very tight wagon road, some 
poor guy went off the side of the trail. 
The emergency gas was at 18 miles and 
proved to be a saviour for many people 
as the winding fire roads used more gas 
than one would think. 

There was little rough stuff in the 
mountains, in fact some people were 
getting the grumbles because of this. 
Dave Ekins, who finished fifth overall, 
stated shortly after the Rabbit Dry Lake 
gas check that “I could have ridden a 
street bike this far, when are we going 
to get into some rough stuff.” Upon 
hearing this complaint one official from 
the PMC commented that “We're 
damned if we do and damned if we 
don’t” this was in reference to last years 
infamous rock pile which claimed many 
riders on the first day before the lunch 
check. 

Shortly after the first gas check 
things started to pick up a bit as the 





two days 


riders spent less time on the fireroads 
and more time in sandwashes eating 
each others dust. At the lunch check the 
high desert temperatures and dust were 
starting to take its toll on both men and 
machinery. From the lunch check the 
terrain was quite a bit tougher. Even the 
top riders started to lose time as 
bottlenecks formed at rocky uphills and 
fatigue set in. 

At the end of the first day there were 
few complaints on checks, naturally 
some were off, but it was kept to a 
minimum. URA team rider Larry 
Langley commented that “it was the 
best run and best marked Greenhorn,” 
he had ever ridden. This was countered 
by someone elses remark that 
sometimes it appeared that, “the people 
had gone along the trail hanging ribbon 
on bushes that looked nice, resulting in 
a rather crooked course.” 

The next morning the two day riders 
were joined by people who oniy wanted 
to ride Sundays leg back into the finish 
line. From just Sunday’s ride the top 
points man was John Arnold riding a 
Penton, Gary Sadderly rode to a very 
close second place as he had an identical 
score of minus seven but lost it at the 
tie breaker. 

Probably the toughest part of Sunday 
was the opening portion that was run up 
Government Peak. This area is heavy 
rocks and riders really had to push up 
the ridgebacks and stay on time. The 
PMC had an excellent check set up that 
would have caught everyone off guard, 
but the person who was supposed to 
man it did not get there in time, so it 
was left out. 

Sunday’s checks were a little more 
erratic than Saturdays and many people 
were upset. As it stands now the check 
at Rabbit Dry Lake and the one after 
were thrown out because the course 
change that the BLM threw in changed 
the mileage. Also many riders did not 
see where they were supposed to start 
from at the dry lake so it put some of 
them as much as 20 minutes off 
schedule.

Probably the best part of the whole 
enduro was in the mountains on the 
way back. This part of the course was 
the result of seven months of work and 


really showed excellent planning. 
Consisting mostly of tight twisty trails, 
it wound its way back through the 
mountains. Some very tough water 
crossings were thrown in to make sure 
nobody had too easy a time. There were 
some portions where you felt like you 
were going straight down into Lake 
Silverwood. Don Nelson had some 
problems with the narrow trails when he 
went off the side. They were so steep on 
both sides that if you slid off it was 
pretty tough going. The only way Don 
got out was when another rider stopped

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Preservationist tactics of arousing 


mass public panic by outright 
deceit are as old as the Sierra Club 
itself. In 1900 the city of San 


Francisco was dependent for 
water upon the corrupt and 
unstable Spring Valley Water 
Company. To insure a reliable 
water supply for the growing town, the 
mayor applied to the Secretary of 
Interior for permission to convert the 
small Hetch Hetchy Valley at the edge 
of Yosemite National Park into a 
reservoir. 

What a furor! Thousands of people, 
persuaded that the Hetch Hetchy Valley 
(sometimes called “Yosemite in 
miniature”) was in reality the Yosemite 
Valley, and confusing Yosemite Valley 
with the entire Yosemite National Park, 
were convinced the reservoir would 
flood the entire park. 

Washington, D.C. was flooded with 
angry telegrams. The dam and reservoir, 
vital to San Francisco, was delayed for 
13 years. 

Who masterminded this hoax, so 
destructive to the public welfare? John 
Muir, just eight years after he founded 
the Sierra Club. The “good old days” 
were beset with some of the same 
problems we face today. 

But back to the present, let’s follow

California City 

This Saturday, June 7, the Riverside 
and Bakersfield BLM Districts are 
co-sponsoring an all-day open house at 
the Lake Shore Inn in California City. 
Desert Planning staff will be on hand to 
answer questions. 

The areas under consideration are the 
Red Mountain and El Paso Peaks 
planning units. These are vital areas to 
all of us! 

Turn out in droves! Ask questions. 
BLM personnel will be more than happy 
to answer them. Find out exactly what 
information they have collected. 

Outdoor recreationist know that area 
better than the ecologists who have 
been contributing to the paper shortage 
by sending in lengthy pseudo-scholarly 
reports. 

Cooperate at the open house and take 
notes. Then go home and write a letter 
explaining in detail what you know 
about the areas. If the preservationists 
have advised closure of a specific valley 
for “protection of an endangered 
species” write the Desert Plan staff a 
letter; let them know how long and hard 
the area has been used; point out the 
survival of the “endangered species” 
through years of use. 

Ad lib a little. Don’t force the BLM 
to rely on reports compiled by 
preservationists, many of whom have 
never set foot on the areas! 


Yuha planning area 

Weeks ago, a draft of the final 
management plan for the Yuha unit was 
drawn up and released for public 
comment. The Desert Plan staff received 
some 300 responses, many asking for 
more information on the reasons for 
closures. 

In response, BLM prepared an 
extensive list of areas recommended for 
closure and restriction. They listed 
reasons for recommendations and 
alternatives being considered. 
Explanation are concise, informative 
and arranged for easy reader 
understanding. 

These seven-page explanations were 
sent to all those who commented on the 
draft when it first came out. Additional 
comments are being accepted until June 


If you're interested, beg, borrow or 
steal a copy from someone who cared 
enough to write earlier, and read it over. 
Even if you aren’t familiar with the 
area, the report provides insight into 
how land use plans are formulated. 
BLM rangers in the field 

Ron Burpo (DRA), along with Bob 
Hayes and Ran Hooper (So. Cal M.C.) 
took Glen Harris and Dick Harlow 
(BLM rangers) on a three-day tour of 
the Olancha area where So. Cal threw 
their annual Turkey Chase last winter. 

The trip was a success. Rangers were 
interested in setting up study areas to 
determine the rate of healing following 
competition events. As Harlow pointed 
out, desert terrain varies, and the results 
of studies in one area may not apply to 
other areas, but this is a step in the nght 
direction. Hats off to these rangers for 
an honest effort.

AMA Pro Rules 
Committee Rule 
changes 


for 1976 


In addition to the restructured 
road racing program announced 
earlier, the AMA’s Professional 
Rules Committee took the follow- 
‘ing actions, to become effective January 
1, 1976 unless implemented earlier or 
amended by the Board of Trustees: 


Road Race Equipment: Apparently to 
put a cap on technical complexity and 
cost, a limit of one cylinder for 50cc 
bikes, two cylinders for 125 through 
500cc classes, and four cylinders for 
750s is adopted. There will also be a 
six-speed gearbox -limitation, which 
could directly affect Kawasaki's 
seven-speed KR 250 starting next year. 


Equipment Approval: Highlights of new 
ruling are that the Pro Rules Committee 
will have sole approval authority, and 
the following requirements for 
approval: must be a standard catalogued 
production motorcycle, one complete 
race-ready bike and at least 24 identical 
engines/transmissions must be available 
for inspection and purchase within the 
US. 


Claiming: Top three finishers in road 
race or dirt track are subject to claim 
but only the engine, transmission, 
ignition and carburetion components 
may be taken by a claimant. Claiming 
prices — lightweight roadracers $2500, 
heavyweight road racers $4000, MX 
125cc $2000, MX 250cc $2500, MX 
500cc $3000, MX sidecars $3500. 
Claiming price on dirt track equipment 
remains the same as last year. 


Numbers: Pro motocross numbers 1-99 
will be assigned based on previous year’s 
combined national point standings for 
all classes. No exceptions. To receive an 
assigned number, a rider must apply for 
his pro license by December 15. 

The top 20 Grand National riders will 
receive numbers corresponding to their 
positions in the past year’s standings, as 
will the top 10 hillclimbers. Goodbye to 
the old system of single-digit number 
for former champions. 


Points: There will no longer be a purse 
multiplier for Grand National 
Championship points. The following 
points schedule will be in in effect for 
all Camel Pro Series events in 1976: 


Ist—20, 2nd—16, 3rd—13, 4th—11, 
5th—10, 6th—9, 7th—8, 8th—7, 9th—6, 
10th—5, 1lth—4, 12th—3, 13th—2, 


14th—1. Riders who do not pre-enter 
will receive only half the points they 
may have earned in an event. 


Minimum Weights: For motocross 
machinery, the following minimum 
weights will be in effect: 125cc — 


changed from 80 kilos to 76 kilos (167 
ek: 250cc — remains at 88 kilos (194 
Ib.); 500cc — changed from 95 kilos to 
92 kilos (202 and one half pound). 


Starting: Will revert to the procedure in 
the 1974 rule books. This proposal was 
sent to the Board of Trustees with a 
request for implementation at the 
Board’s‘next meeting. 


Red flag delays: Eight minute rule will 
be in effect for main events only. All 
other events (heats, semis, qualifiers) 
stopped by a red flag will require riders 
to be in their restart position four 
minutes from the time the red flag was 
displayed. 


Alternates: No alternates will be used in 
the final of a National Championship 
dirt track event. 

Since none of these proposals is cast 
in concrete at this stage, the AMA is 
inviting comment on all the committee’s 
actions. a ©

Las Vegas talent 
dominates Cherry 
Creek hare n’ hound

JERICHO, UTAH, MAY 18 

Cherry Creek was fun this year. 
Nobody ever wrote that before. 
The classic cross-country race has 


made its reputation for fifteen 
years as the event that only the best 
desert riders could ever finish. But the 
course wasn’t really that different — the 
riders are. f 








“Very tough, but reasonable” was the 
most common description for the 
110-mile Salt Lake Motorcycle Club 
course, which included almost every 
kind of obstacle found in desert racing. 

The drama began at the start line, 
where Utah’s desert ace Preston Gerber 
had a malfunction with his 3F.0 Bultaco, 
borrowed a teammate’s bike, and 
suddenly found himself setting out in 
the 200 class to try to win the race that 
has eluded him over the years in an 
incredible series of almost-wins. 

Streaking out of the dust cloud to the 
lead at the smokebomb were Jack 
Johnson and Mark Mason, of Las Vegas, 
Nevada — the riding team that won the 
Mint 400 this year for Yamaha. Gerber 
was third over Desert Mountain, 
followed by Monte Brown, Kris Morgan, 
Mike Watters, Ken Archibald and Joel 
Quinn. Shortly thereafter came that 
mysterious pileup of bikes on the hill, 
which occurs every year — even though 
each rider individually could ride right 
over the top. 

Johnson, Mason and Gerber held 
their positions to the finish line, riding 
most of the distance less than five 
minutes apart. The desert took its toll 
of many others, but Brown held on to 
fourth overall on an Open class 
Husqvarna. Husky rider Cotton Guio 
claimed fifth, followed by Tom Schmid, 
Richard Jackson, Ken Archibald, Lynn 
Benson (first 250 Amateur), Joel Quinn 
(first 250 Expert), Don Fuller and Jim 
East (first 125). Except as noted the 
first dozen were Open Experts, so it was 
a day for big bikes. 

Like a ghost from the past, Al 
Rodgers showed up with a desert sled 
650 Triumph like the one he used to 
win the race in the 60s, more times than 
anyone has since. Hé had a good time 
and came in 61st overall. 

The course itself had three distinct 
personalities: dust, sand, and 
mountains. The traditional smokebomb 
run leads over now-rutted trails to 
Desert Mountain, seven miles from the 
start. Then came a coarse downhill 
wash, followed by endless. miles of 
sagebrush smashing through the talcum 
powder dirt that hung in the air. 

Some riders complained of the hazard 
where course markers were placed along 
barbed wire-fences. But in several spots, 
the advantage went to riders who 
ignored “wrong way” markers and 
followed roads along fences, rather than 
the course markers on open desert. 
There is growing sentiment that the first 
loop ought to be the sand loop, so that 
the riders can sort themselves out where 
speeds are relatively low, and where 
they can see each other. 

The second loop approached the sand 
gradually. For some pleasant miles, 
200-yard sections of flat desert were 
separated by sand hills, each ending 
with a jump. Then a straight shot across 
the Jericho Little Sahara Sand Dunes 
followed (the right way — down the 
steep sides). This led to too many miles 
of choppy sand, where it was difficult 
to keep speed up and the bike pointed 
forward, especially as fatigue increased. 


Then came a third loop that was 
mostly as enjoyable a trail ride as you 
could ask for. True, the steep hills that 
give the race its character were 
demanding, but they could be ridden 
even with a small bike, given the proper 
approach and gearing. Each exhausting 
obstacle was followed by easy riding, 
and some slow picking through the 
trees. A lot of riders climbed hills they 
didn’t have to, because they followed 
each other instead of the course. 

Some markers came down during the 
course of the race, and riders toward the 
rear had problems with becoming 
momentarily lost in the cedar trees. The 
club averted disaster on course markings 
by discovering the day before the race 
that someone had tried to sabotage the 
event by turning arrows to point the 
wrong way at a turn onto a road, and 
had even added a few bogus arrows to 
point the wrong way. 

But such a demanding human 
endeavor sometimes has its tragedies. 
Kelly Smith, a 19-year-old 250cc 
Amateur who frequently races locally,

crashed in the first loop, and was taken 
to Utah Valley Hospital with what was 
thought to be a broken leg. He was 
treated and released the same day, but 
he died in his sleep that night at home. 
Bob Spencer suffered a crushed 
vertebrae when he bought a wash while 
trying to pass in the dust, a mere 500 
yards from the finish line and a second 
place 125 Expert trophy. A broken 
collarbone was also reported. 

The race had 270 starters, and 117 of 
them earned the famous bent-wheel 
finisher’s pin. The number is a 
testimonial to the competitiveness of 
today’s riders; similar courses a few 
years ago yielded less than 25 finishers. 
No woman has ever finished Cherry 
Creek, but Leah Spencer (district 26 
secretary), made it the farthest of any 
to date, by completing the first two 
loops (70 miles). 

Jack Johnson’s success came after 
several tries on his part, and it carved his 
name into the history of motorcycling 





on the huge traveling trophy which 
bears names of no less than the likes of 
Mike Patrick, J.N. Roberts, Tom Brooks 
and Max Switzer. But trophy or not, 
any riderwho holds one of those finisher 
pins can wear it right underneath his 
Six-Days gold medal. . . .Cherry Creek is 
that kind of race. e

It does take a little time to get used to 
the flexing and the fact that there is no 
cross bar, but after that you discover that 
they really do keep your arms relaxed. We 
did get a few chances to crash test the 
Inter-Am bars and they came through with 
flying colors, they didn’t even get scratched. 

Taking into consideration the fact that 
you may not have to buy a replacement set, 
the Inter-Am bars are quite a buy.

Husky, started from 16th place and 
moved into 10th by the third lap. Marty 
Smith, Mitch Mayes, Gary Semics, 
Gaylon Mosier, and Steve Stackable 
separated Kent from the four-way 
Karsmakers-DiStefano-Weinert-Ellis 
battle. By the midway point Howerton 
powered his Husky past Stackable on 
one of the many long straights to take 
over fifth. 


A four way struggle for seventh 
developed behind Stackable as Gaylon 
Mosier (Mai), Steve Wise (Kaw), Mitch 
Mayes, and Bill “The Bear” Grossi 
probed and prodded at each other. The 
duel was settled when Grossi missed a 
berm and lost four positions and Marty 
Smith charged his Honda past Mayes 
and Wise to follow Mosier in. 


Karsmakers pulled away convincingly 
at the two lap signal. At this point Tony 
DiStefano said, “I looked back and saw 
Weinert and Ellis behind me so I knew 
Kent had to be behind them.” That was 
almost a costly mistake as Howerton 
swooped past the Can-Am/Yamaha 
battle and started to carve off yards at 
every turn. At the finish jump it was 
Karsmakers and a DiStefano-Howerton 
tandem with Ellis, Weinert, Stackable, 
and Mosier filling out the leader board. 


The early morning rave reviews for 
the track had turned sour in the riders’ 
mouths as they realized nothing was 
going to be done about the blinding 
dust. The pit activity was feverish as 
Grossi put the bar bender to work, 
Bultaco rider John Savitski fixed a flat, 
and riders tried to seal their goggles. 


DiStefano continued his string of 
National holeshots in the second moto 
by leading the pack over the electrically 
activated cable starting gate, but Marty 
Smith emerged as the leader. The track 
had become hard, slick, and dusty, and 
the Southern California 125 Champion 
felt right at home as he turned in two 
minute and 10 second laps around the 
KOIL Radio sponsored serpent. Sonny 
DeFeo debued the new 250 
Harley-Davidson, which suffered black 
box problems to probably end its 
appearances this year. 


DiStefano, Stackable, Wise, and 
Mosier broke from the dust cloud to 
provide the Nebraska crowd with white 
knuckle and locked wrist racing. Missing 
from the front runners were first moto 
winner Pierre Karsmakers and Texan 


















Kent Howerton. Howerton was behind 


Pierre when, ‘“‘Karsmakers started 
weaving back and forth, so I know he 
couldn’t see and I gassed it past him.” 
The dust cut the vision of the riders so 
much that when Mitch Mayes crunched 
his bike over a jump, Honda teamster 
Tommy Croft hit it so hard in the dirt 
fog that his gas tank was sliced open. 


At the two-thirds point Marty Smith 
was on his way to an eight-one score for 
the day while Tony DiStefano held off a 
persistent Jimmy Ellis. Weinert and 
Grossi traded fourth twice on every lap 
when Stackable dropped back with a 
bent brake rode. Suddenly on the last 
lap it was a Weinert-Grossi-Howerton 
confab as the three bikes shared the 
same soil on more than one occasion. 
The last lap saw Smith, DiStefano, and 
Ellis hold onto the front positions while 
the Yamaha, Suzuki, and Husky exited 
the final turn simultaneously, and 
Weinert won the sprint to the flag over 
“the Bear” and Kent.
